Orrin Martin, the 5-year-old son of 
Sheldor? Martin of 7257 Bruno avenue, 
Benton, was burned to death in a fire 
which he is supposed to have started 
himself while playing in a shed used 
as a paint shop in the rear of his 
father’s ouse, Friday noon. 

His Father, who is a painter, was at 
work downtown on a building at Fourth 
and Locust streets when the child’s 
death occurred. The boy’s mother, Mrs. 
Eva Martin, was at work in the house. 


Glancing from a window at the rear 
of the house she saw smoke and flame 
coming through the door and window of 
the shed, and as Orrin was not in sight 
in the yard. where he had been playing, 
his mother immediately connected him 
with the fire. 

She rushed to the shed and tried to 
enter, to save the child. Three times 
she made the attempt, but each time she 
was driven back by the smoke and fire. 
Finally the shed became a ass of 
.flame and she had to abandon her ef- 
forts. 

The shed was destroyed and for a 
time it was feared that the house would 
be burned also, and that the fire might 
spread to other residences adjoining.

ULTON, Mo., July 20.—Evidence of- 
fered today in the trial of Mrs, Alva 
Balley, charged with complicity in the 
murder of JAy Lawder, developed the 
fact that Mrs. Bailey suffered from 
poisoning two weeks before the killing 
of Lawder by her husband, Edmund 
Bailey. 

‘Dr. John Welsch testified that Mrs. 
Bailey went to him at that time for 
treatment for poisoning. There was ob- 
jection to his testifying along that line, 
and -he was not. permitted to say 
whether she had taken poison purposely 
or had been poisoned by accident. 

Dr. Welsch is the owner of the re- 
volver with which Lawder was killed 
by Bailey, whose trial was concluded 
Thursday night, and whose fate is in the 
hands of the jury. 

He loaned the weapon a week before 
the shooting to J. W. Ross, Town Mar- 
shal of Farber, Audrain County. Ross 
says Mrs. Bailey borrowed it from him 
the day before Lawder was killed, say- 
ing she wanted ft for a prowler who had 
been around her house. 

She Tried to Buy Weapon. 

J. W. Bestley, keeper of a general 
store, testified that Mrs. Bailey tried 
to buy a revolver at/his store the day 
before the tragedy. She told him, he 
testified today, that she wanted it to 
compel Jay Lawder to “comé across’ 
with money. 

On cross-examination it was developed 
that at the preliminary hearing he had 
not testified anything about money. He 
denied that he had leaned across a 
sugar bowl and tried to embrace Mrs. 
Bailey, and also denied that in the scuf- 
fie which ensued he had hit her on the 
head with a loaf of bread. 

Husband and wife sat in the court- 
room close together. Mrs. Bailey held 
in her arms the 56-weeks-old baby named 
for Jay Lawder, and between husband 
and wife are two of their three chil- 
dren, Mary, aged 6, and Edmund Jr., 
aged 4. 

The arguments in the case of Baile® 


were conciuded at 10:30 Thursday 
night with an address by Attorney 
liay for the defense, which occupied 
threc hours, The jurors retired with- 
out taking a ballot, and did not begin 
Le aga deliberations until Friday morn- 
ng. 

They began their consideration of 
the evidence at the same time that 
the work of getting a jury for the 
trial of Mrs. Bailey began in the 
courtroom. There was no great dif- 
ficulty in getting the jury, and be- 
fore 10 o’clock Prosecuting Attorney 
Orear began his opening statement to 
the jury. He told the jury that it 
would be proven that Mrs. : Bailey 
fave her husband the revolver with 
which Lawder was killed. 

It is understood that the defense has 
no intention of trving to prove insan- 
ity on the part of Mrs. Bailey. The 
round will be taken that she had 
nothing to do with the kiHing. 

Just after the jury itn Bailey's case 
filed out Thursday night Bailey was 
asked how he felt. He straightened up 
and, looking his questione ‘the eyes, 
said: “I know that I did right.

State Factory Inspector Hiller 
Says Women Work in Tem- 
perature of 135, 





SEATS PROVIDED BY LAW 





Suits Will Be Filed if Institu- 
tions Do N ot Meet the 
Requirements, 





Women and girls who work 10 hours 
a day in the laundries of St. Louis, 
where the temperature is estimated to 
be as high as 135 degrees, are to bea re+ 
lieved, if the united action of State 
Factory Inspector J. C. A. Hiller and 
City Attorney Thomas Anderson bear 
fruit. 

Mr. Hiller is preparing an order to all 
of the laundry operators and if they 
do not comply with it suits will be at 
once instituted and prosecuted by Mr. 
Anderson in an effort to ameliorate the 
conditions of the women and girls. 

It is in the ironing rooms, where the 
h.lp employed is comprised exclusively 
of women and girls, that the greatest 
suffering is endured, according to the 
ctatement of the officials. In these 
rooms the hollow steel rollers, through 
which sheets of flame are continually 
pouring, so as to keep the ironing roll- 
ers at a high temperature, 
temperature of the room to a degree 
that is said to be almost unbearable. 
On the floor of the average laundry 
from 75 to 100 women and girls are em- 
ployed at these machines. 

The ironing machines 
series of steel rollers, running length- 
wise of the reom, and the operators 
stand between these rows, with one set 
just a few inches in front and the set 
of rollers at their backs not more than 
four feet distant. The steel rollers, 
between which the clothing to be ironed 
must pass, are required to be heated to 
high degree,

Girls Dvrop From Exhaustion. 


In some laundries gasoline is used to 
produce the heat. Gas is the agency in 
other laundries, and in some _ electric 


flames are produced, but in all the 
same heat is produced, and it increases 
the temperature until often the giris 
are said to drop from sheer exhaustion 
while they are at work. 

Mr. Hilier has made a personal inspec- 
tion of several of the laundries. He 
says that he has been unable to get 
statements from many of the girls, be- 
cayse they fear they would lose their 
positions were they to utter complaints. 

“One laundry that I inspected,’’ said 
Mr. Hiller to a Post-Dispatch reporter, 
“and it is not materially different from 
what | foung in most of the others, lL 
was in about an hour. I never expect 
to be in so hot a place again. 1 do not 
think I am exaggerating when I say 
that the temperature of that room was 
135 degrees. 

‘When I stepped out of doofs, al- 
though it was an exceptionally hot 
day, the air seemed frigid, and I

“These girls and women were stand- 

ing at these machines, passing 


a cold that still stays with 


which streams of flames were ever 
flowing, and never for a 
could they pause for a breath. 
hours they work are long, 10 hours 
each day, with only half an hour for 
luncheon. The wonder is that more 
do not collapse under the _ terrible 
heat. 

“Fans are not used in these rooms. 
The laundry men teil me that the 
wind from fans would dry out the 
Washing se that the ironing could not 
be properly done.. The damp gar- 
ments passing .threngh the heated 
} rollers add to the humidity and_ the 
temperature that is maintained in the 
roo. a is almost indescribable. 

"In some laundries exhaust fans are 
used. This carries away the vitiated 
air, but it does not decrease the tem- 
perature to any appreciable extent. 
Laundry men tell me.that the girls 
would not consent to the installation 
of agitating fans overhead. The cool 
air coming down on them would give 
them colds in the heads. . 

“T have canvassed the situation and 
I have consulted with City Attorney 
Anderson, and T have arrived at the 
conclusion to try and bring about a 
reform. 


Remedies in Statutes. 


“There are two sections of the stat- 
utes that he will proceed under.

Mrs. Davis also says, on the strength 
of reports made by private detectives 
to her, that he went down the Pike at 
Delmar Garden with another married 
woman, and that they threw balls at 
“nigger babies,’”” got weighed, rode 
three times around the scenic railway, 
had their fortunes told, viewed the 
moving pictures and were gay and 
hilarious to a high degree. 

Mrs. Davis names the two married 
women in her petition. They are sis- 
ters, she says. The home of one is on 
Morgan street, and the other lives in 
New York. She says both of them 
left the city about the time that her 
husband deserted her, June 3 last. 

Most of the allegations in the petition 
are based on information provided by 
a private detective employed by Mrs. 
Davis. He reported to her that Davis 
met other women in public places, spent 
money for champagne when he com- 
plained that he had none for household 
expenses, drank champagne with the 
married sisters at the Alps and after- 
ward allowed his arm to steal about 
the waist of one of them, and that he 
“did’’ the Delmar Pike with one of 
them.

and Mrs. Davis were married 10 
years ago. They have lived in different 
cities. Her husband was employed as 
sales manager of an Olive street piano 
house. He is now employed by a firm 
in Cleveland. 

Saw Them Once Herself. 

Mrs. Davis Says in her petition that 
her husband began keeping company 
with the two married women the first 
week in April. One night that week he 
took them from his place of business to 


Q& restaurant at Seventh and Locust 
streets, and did not reach home until 2 
a.m. She says the women visted the 
store where he was employed until they 
were told to remain away. 

Mrs. Davis alleges that May 26 her 
husband pawned a diamond ring be- 
longing to his wife for $90 and took the 
married sister to the Alps, where they 
ate supper and drank champagne at an 
outlay ef $12.80. That was the occasion, 
she says, on which he put his arms 
around the waist of one of them. 

They then went to Delmar Garden, 
and he took the other one for a ride 
around the old mill stream. LIle took 
the one he had hugged to her home, 
Mrs. Davis says, and reached his own 
home at midnight. He told his wife he 
had been kept late at bis office. 

On one occasion Mrs. Davis says she 
was notified by her private detective 
that her husband and the two married 
women were at the Alps, and she went 
there and saw them together. 

When she asked him to take her to 
the Alps or to the gardens, she relates, 
he always said hey didn’t have the 
raoney or he had to ‘work, she Says, but 
on the very evenings he had refused to 
take her out he would spend’ large sums 
on the other women, she alleges. 

Continuing, the petition says: 


Detective Scarcd Them. 
‘May 28 last Davis met the women 


at a place on Olive street, bought them 
each a box of candy and soft drinks 
and put them on a car. 

‘Wednesday, May 30, he met one of 
them in McPherson avenue and after a 
stroll took her to Forest Park and re- 

rn. 
seep hursday, May 31, he met one of 
them at the Planters Hotel, where they 
had dinner together and afterward went 
to Delmar Garden. They Wwent ‘down 
the Pike,’ got weighed, threw balls at 

‘nigger babies,’ rode three times around 
the scenic railway, had their fortunes 
told and viewed the moving pictures. 
He was lavish with his money, gay and 
hilarious, and entirely thoughtless of his 
wife at home.

‘“T was on the Levee at the foot of 
North Market street about 8:30 on the 
evening of Sunday, July 8, when I saw 
the ferry boat coming in and waited for 
it. As it reached the wharf and the 
gates were let down and the passengers 
started off, I saw two men in a buggy 
start to drive, it se@émed to me,’ right 
into the crowd. I thought this was dan- 
gerous, as some of the women had ba- 
bies and baby buggies with them, and 
I called to John Lane, an employe of 
the boat, to catch the bridle. 

“T did not know who the men were 
then. But one of them asked me who I 
was and what I had to do with it. 
told him to wait till he reached land 
and I'd show him. When he got to 
land he began to curse and abuse me, 
and*I told him I'd place him under ar- 
rest. 





Wouldn’t Go Quietly. 

“Tt saw he was a business man of some 
importance and [ tried to act as nicely 
as [ could. So after I led his horse to 
the top of the hill I said: 

“ ‘Now, you know you did wrong in 
acting the way you have, but if you go 
along quietly now, I'll let you go.’

Committee of Frisco Sufferers 
Issues a Strong Circu- 
lar to Public. 








ARE ASKED TO RESIGN 





| Secretary of Committee of the 


Whole Says Circular Is Not 
Strong, Enough. 





Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

SAN FRANCISCO, July 20.—James D. 
Phelan, chairman of the Relief Com- 
mittee; Allan Pollock, member of the 
saine committee and Dr. Edward T. 
Devine, at the head of the Red Cross 
Association, and President Roosevelt's 
special representative in the local relief 
work, are attacked as traitors in a 
printed circular, copies of which are 
seattered in the streets and refuzee 
camps. The resignation of Dr. Devine 
is demanded, and it is intimated that 
unless Phelan and Pollock sever their 
connection with the Finance Committee 
they will be tarred and feathered. 

The documents are signed ‘‘The Com- 
mittee of the Whole,’’ which is an or- 
ganization of refugees, of which Joseph 
M. Clark, who lives [n tent No. 703, 
Jefferson Square, is secretary. He de- 
nies all knowledge of the circular, but 
states that its tone is too mild to suit 
him. 

Phelan says Clark came to him on 
Friday and attempted to sell out the 
Committee of the Whole, and later tried 
to blackmail Phelan. His clerk, who saw 
Clark at relief headquarters, asserts 
that the man came there ttvice before 
he was permitted tv enter Phelan’s 
office. 

“The circular is true,’’ Clark said. 
“These men shouid be forced to resign. 
But the statements contained in it are 
not strong enough for us. In a few

Thomas Lewis Suffers Intermit- 
tently Three Weeks From 
Hemorrhage, 


After a great loss of blood, due to a 
hemorrhage at the nose, Albert Urban, 
42 years old, of 1726 South Tenth street, 
was slightly stronger at the City Hos- 
pital Friday after the excessive flow 
of blood had been stopped. Thomas 
Lewis, 6) years old, of 17034 Morgan 
street, another patient at' the hospital 
with nosebleed, was improved Friday. 

A little sneeze was the forerunner of 
the episode that was disastrous to Ur- 
ban. He was in the dining room 
Wednesday afternoon, when he felt a 
tickling sensation in his nose. He 
sneezed once. AS soon as he recovered 
he poised himself nicely for another 
sneeze. As he held his arms toward 
his head he. sneezed again. After that 
he sneezed more rapidly and more 
violently. 

A hemorrhage at the nose followed. 
Urban stuffed his upper lip full of 
brown paper in an effort to stop the 
blood. He used alum and all the reme- 
dies recommended by the neighbors. 
Thursday, after an almost continuous 
flow of blood, he was too weak:to work. 
In the afternoon an ambulance was 
called. He was taken to the City Hospi- 
tal. There he was too weak to stand. 

Canvas Plug Stops It. 

The surgeons made a ‘canvas plug, 
which was passed through the nose into 
the mouth. It stopped the blood flow 
and allowed a clot to form. 

The surgeons believe Urban broke a 
minor blood Vessel in his nose when he 
sneezed. 

No reason could be assigned for the 
hemorrhages of /Lewis. His nose has 
been bleeding intermittently for three 
weeks. Irequently he gsucceeded in 
stopping it for a day or so, but each 
time the nose began bleeding again.

INCREASE OF PUPILS, 


Fewer Children in the Country, 
More in the City, 


St. Louis and St. Joseph lead the State 


in the increase of children of school age, 
according to a recent bulletin from W. 
T. Carrington, State Superintendent of 
Public Schools. In the entire State 
there has been an increase of 45,908 in 
the number of children of school age. 

This increase has been almost entire- 
ly confined to the urban districts, St. 
Louis heading the list, with 18,238: 
rn Hannibal, Sedalia, Jéfferson 

City, Cape Girardeau and Moberly show 
an incréase in their school population, 
probably due to new factories. 

Three-fourths of the 114 counties of 
the State show a falling off in school 
population. Adair County, leading with 
a decrease of 503. The passing of the 
little red schoolhouse at the erossroads 
is apparently a mere question of time, 
unless figures lie. 

The bulletin states further that ‘“‘it is 
a matter worthy of note that whatever 
inerease there has been in population in 
Missouri in the past year as shown by 
enumeration of school children has been 
confined to a few localities, St. Louis and 
St. Joseph showing the largest gains.”’

SCARCE IN GOTHAM 


Famine Is Due t© Thaw Case, 
Prosperity and Change 
of Styles. 








SINGERS ARE DEMANDED 





Time Has Passed When Show 
Girls Can Satisfy the 
Public.

Bureau of the Post-Dispatch. 


NEW YORK, July 2.—New York ig 
suffering from a chorus girl famine. 
This may sound improbable to the un- 
initiated, but managers of musica) 
comedies, which largely depend for their 
popularity upon graceful and lithe- 
| limbed creatures in spangles and tights, 
| wofully declare that the famine hag 
| really reached Broadway, and they are 
reaching out to other cities to recruit 
their supply. 

Only yesterday the Shuberts, who pro- 
duce more muS&ical plays than any other 
firm, advertised for 200. The advertise- 
ment, printed in bold, black type, did 
not even stipulate that the girls must 
be good looking. Plain girls, pretty 
girls, girls fat, lean and medium, would, 
it was acknowledged, be hired to tide 
over the perllous period. yet only two 
uppeared and they were engaged at the 
first figures they demanded. 

Charles D. Dillingham has had an even 
more strenuous time. 

The reason? There are three, accord- 
ing to men who have studied the situa- 
tion—the Thaw case, general prosperity 
and a change in styles. Perhaps it ig 
not generally known that there are 
styles in chorus girls aS Well as in my 
lady's gowns, but there are. 

“The Thaw case scared out of town a 
big percentage of our best material,”’ 
said a manager. “Yes, sir; it just 
scared ‘em right off, and away they 
went, with purses filled, because the 
season has been prosperous. And you 
bet they won't come back till this mess 
is cleared away. They are afraid of 
getting supenaed, and that might break 
up somebody’s happy family. You never 
can tell in these strenuous times.” 

There arg sounder, if not as pictur- 

esque, reasons why the dearth should 
strike New York this July. Some man- 
agers have foreseen it and are prepared. 
One is the change of style. 
It was only a few years ago that any 
girl of some 18 to 30 could obtain a job, 
whether she could sing or not, so long 
as she was possessed of a good figure 
and a pretty face. The girls who could 
sing made up the chorus proper, while 
those who could not were trained in 
automatic gyrations set to music. They 
formed the contingent known as “show 
girls.”’ ‘They added character and spice 
to the picture,’”’ as one manager ex- 
pressed it. 

Now the public demands that the 
young women shall sing as well as 
look well, and 75 per cent of the old- 
timers are thus unavailable for high- 
class productions.

HOOE’S STORY. PROVEN 


a 


Evidence to Show That Negro 
Was Used as Part of 
the Plot. 


PITTSBURG, Pa., July . 20.—Arrests 
may be expected at any, moment today 
in the courtroom during the trial of 
Augustus Hartje’s celebrated divorce 
case. If they d@ they will be made 
under the immediate direction of Judge 
Robegt 8S. Frazer on the bench and will 
be but a fitting climax to sensational 
proceedings of yesterday. 

At noontimé Hartje went to the Du- 
quesne Club for lunch. It is the swell- 
est organization of the kind in Pitts- 
burg. Hartje has been a member of it 
years. .The story leaks out from the 
clubroom that as the libellant in ‘this 
great divorce case entered the dining 
room he was loudly hissed by a party 
of members gathered in one corner of 
the rooni. 

This unpleasant incident, | however, 
was only a foretaste of the bitter dis- 
appointment that awaited him at the 
afternoon session. MHartje, in his orig- 
inal libel, charged. his wife with crim- 
inal relations with Clifford Hooe, their 
negro coachman. In the trial of this 
case, however, Hartje’s attorneys have 
been exceedingly careful to keep out 
all reference to the negro. No evidence 
has ever been offered on. that score. 
Nothing was left undone by the libel- 
larit's ‘side to keep out references to 
this negro. They evidently banked ev- 
erything on the evidence-in the al- 
leged letters to Tom Madine. 
“Immediately after Mrs. Elizabeth 
echtol, ‘the .chambermalid, left the 
stand, Mr. Freeman. called John .L. 
Welshons. When he asked the witness 
if he knew Clifford Hooe, J. Scott 
Ferguson leaped to his feet and shak- 
ing his first in Mr. Freeman's face 
shouted: “Do you want to open that 
up? We have tried to exclude every 
word of testimony on that’score. If 
you bring that in you open the door 
and we'll prove @very allegation we 
nares made against your client. We 
have been fighting this case on our 
side with kid gloves. You open that 
up and we'll meet you hereafter <= 
the bare fist.” 

By dint of close questioning” Mr. 
Freemun gleaned from Welshons the 
following facts: 

Hartje had asked him to take Clif- 
ford Hooe into his employ and he put 
him in the store as a porter. Shortly 
after he entered Welshons’ employ 
Hooe told his employer of his alleged 
relations with Mrs. Hartje. Welshons 
immediately called Hartje on the tele- 
phone. Twenty minutes later Hartje 
and his brother-in-law, Andrew 
Fischer, arrived at the Welshons store 
and went into the office with Hooe, 
where he repeated to them the story 
he had told Welshons. On Oct. 26 last 
he made a deposition under an order 
of court as an outgoing witness. The 
following Monday he left the city. 
Welshons testified that he took him 
to the train, bought him a ticket to 
Montclair, N. J., and gave him $60. 
During the time the negro was away 
Welshons gave his wife money and 
paid her rent. He took the negro to 
Baltimore, where he secured him a 
position. 

In all Welshons testified to having 
given the negro about $300. 

The statements of Welshons, 
dragged from him only by the most 
persistent questioning on the part of 
Mr. Freeman, created the greatest 
sensation of this trial. 

The result was astonishing and 
seemed to corroborate the story told 
by the negro himself of the _ deal 
which was made with him, the money 
paid him. and all the trivial cireum- 
stances, even to the sending of a $6 
postal order, which Hooe would not 
receive. 

The respondent, Mrs. Mary Scott Hart- 
@, was called to the stand this morn- 
iy to deny that she had been intimate 
th Hooe. Her denial was complete, 
ind her eyes blazed as she scornfully 
said that the deposition made by Hooe 
was maliciously false. Mrs. Harjje said 
that she was present when the Hboe de- 
position was taken. 

She was not cross-examined to any 
extent by the attorneys for her hus- 
band, they reserving the right to cross- 
examine her later. 

Then Edgar Ray, the detective, who 
had arrested Hooe at East Liverpool, 

was placed on the stand and it was 
realized that all bars were down in the 
case and that the libellant will be com- 
pelled to go through with his original al- 
lezutions.

As a result 
he will take official steps to stop the 
meetings if they pass the bounds of 
common sense, he says. A wave of 
Holy Rollerism has swept along the 
Pacific Coast, but it has remained for 
Monrovia to reach the radical stage of 


human sacrifice. 
Two of the best-known adherents of 


the faith are known to have kept their 
oldest children locked up at home for 
Seme time, however, and out of this 
has grown the repeated rumor that 
sacrifice by fire of children will hap- 
pen if the authorities do not stop the 
fanatic element. 

The Holy Rollers maintain a church 
at Ivy “ Orange avenues at the edge 
of the foothills of Monrovia. Here 
meetings are held each day, the climax 
being uSually after 10 o'clock each 
night. isvangelist Cook is here now 
and he raises the pitch of frenzy to its 
height. It is no wnusual ‘sight to see 
half of the congregation rolling on the 
floor or pews, some rigid, others giving 
sounds of an unnatural character. This 
latter is called ‘“‘the gift of tongues,”’ 
and consists of a series of utterances 
supposedly messages from the Holy 
Spirit. No one can understand what is 
sald except the adherents of the sect, 
and even they admit at times they do 
not know what is said in the trance 
state. 

In © yesterday's sermon Evangelist 
Cook openly advocated self-immolation 
by fire. He said it was the Christian's 
noblest fate to die by fire and make 
himself a living sacrifice to God. 

The utter abandon of the followers of 
the Holy Rollerism, the glassy stares 
and the strange tongue combine to 
make the neighbors feel inclined. to 
have legal_steps taken to deciare the 
members of the church subjects for a 
lunacy commission.

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_COMMON SENSE AND LAW. 

To a mind unprejudiced by technical knots and 
guided only by common sense and a sense of right, 
there is no question of the owner's responsibility 
in case of an automobile accident. 

The Circuit Attorney” is said to be searching for 
law which attaches responsibility to him. The un- 
prejudiced mind is apt to think the law will bite him 
if he does not take care. This, however, may be 
unfair, since justice and common sense are not al- 
Ways identical with law. 

But, seriously, is there any doubt about it? If a 
man who owns horses and carriage drives through 
the crowded streets at top speed he is held legally 
responsible for the consequences. The rule applies 
with equal force to theyman who owns and drives 
an automobile. There is no question about this. But 
suppose, instead of driving hiuiself, he employs a 
coachman. The coachman must perform his duties 
according to his employer’s will, not his own. Would 
any employer keep a driver who should refuse to obey 
And if a chauffeur does as he pleases, not 
as his employer pleases, he will not hold his position 
many minutes. 

The employer has the power, and along with power 
must go responsibility. He fixes the speed. He 
cannot plead, or ought not toa be allowed to plead, 
that he did not order his servant to go a murderous 
pace. If he did not check the speed by ordering the 
chauffeur to slow down he is at fault, or ought to be 
so considered by the law. He has the power; he is 
responsible for the way in which it is exercised. 

‘The plain man who knows nothing of law earnestly 
hopes that the Circuit Attorney will somehow, some- 
where, find some law long enough to reach the man 
who is primarily responsible, morally and in the 
court of common sense. Moreover, he thinks the law 
can be found. He will not believe, until he is 
shown, that right and law are so violently at war in 
a case which is, morally, so unquestionable. 7

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The SBo-called rate law is a series of 
new amendments to the Interstate Com- 
merce act of 1887 and its previous 
amendments. Its fundamental principle 
is that all charges for the interstate 
and foreign transportation of passen- 
gers and property “shall be just and 
reasonable.”” Every “unjust and un- 
reasonable” charge for such service is 
prohibited, and déclared to be unlaw- 
ful. The act does not apply to traffic 
wholly within a State. 

The Interstate Commerce Commission 
is enlarged from five to seven mem- 
bers, appointed by the President for 
seven years, with an anriual salary of 
$10,000 each. Not more than four may 
be of the same political party. 

The act applies to all commen car- 
riers engaged in interstate commerce, 
including, as well as railroads and 
steamboats operated in connection with 
railroads, express companies, sleeping 
car companies and pipe lines other than 
those transporting water and gas. The 
definition of a railroad is broadened to 
include railroad bridges and ferries, 
switches, spurs, tracks, terminal facili- 
ties, freight depots, grounds and yards. 
This broadening will enable the Com- 
mission to regulate switches and ter- 
minal charges which have been a pro- 
lific source of discrimination. Transpor. 
tation is defined to include all cars, 
irrespective of ownership and contract, 
and all services in connection with the 
receipt, delivery, elevation, transfer in 
transit, ventilation, refrigeration or 
icing, storage and handling of property 
transported. This brings all the pri- 
vate car lines under the authority of 
the Commission. 

Every interstate commerce carrier 
must file with the Commission and keep 
fwo copies conspicuously displayed in 
each of its depots for public inspection 
schedules showing all its rates and 
charges, not only between all points on 
its own lines, but to all points on the 
lines of other carriegs. These sched- 
ules must state separately all termi-

First Complete Explanation of the New Law Evolved Out of the Historic 
Struggle in the Fifty-Ninth Congress.

affecting the value af. the seryice.’ In 
order to destroy the iniquities of ‘‘mid- 
night schedules,’’ no changes may be 
made except on 30 days’ notice to the 
Commission without the Commission’s 
permission. These published rates are 
the only ones that may be lawfully 
charged to anybody. All carriers are 
forbidden to vary in any way from 
these schedules until duly changed or

All passes and free transportation are 
forbidden except to certain classes of 
persons and uncer certain conditions 
specifically enumerated. 

After May 1, 1908, railroads are for- 
bidden to carry, except for their own 
use, any commodity which they directly 
or indirectly mine, manufacture or pro- 
duce, except lumber. Railroads owning 
coal and iron mines must dispose of 
these properties or ship the product 
over a competing line. 

Whenever complaint is made that a 
rate is unjust or unreaSonable the com- 
mission is to grant a hearing. If it 
finds the complaint is justified it is to 
fix the just and reasonable rate, which 
then becomes a maximum charge which 
the carrier may levy. This rate is to 
take effect within 30 days and remain 
in effect for two years unless suspended 
or modified by the commission or sus- 
pended or set aside by the courts. 
The commission is also authorized to 
compel detailed reports from all com- 
mon carriers showing capitalization, in- 
vestment, franchise values, salaries, 
earnings, profits and the like, and to 
coinpel a uniform system of accounting. 
All violations of this act are held to 
be misdemeanors committed by the 
corporation itself as well as the individ- 
ual. For refusing to obey the commis- 
sion’s orders in filing rates the fine is 
$5000. Every distinct violation is a sepa- 
rate offense and each day is a separate 
offense. For giving or receiving an il- 
legal pass the fine is from $100 to $2000. 
For failing to file and publish tariffs 
the fine is from $1000 to $20,000. For 
giving or taking rebates there are sev- 
eral penalties. The carrier and ship- 
per are each subject to a fine of from 
$1000 to $20,000. The railroad official or 
broker responsible for giving the rebate 
is Mable to two years’ imprisonment 
and the fine. The receiver of the re- 
bate. instead of imprisonment, is liable 
to pay three times the value of the re- 
bates received. For making false en- 
tries in the books or failing to keep 
correct records there is a fine of from 
$1000 to $5000 and imprisonment from one 
to three years. 

The commission, after hearing, may 
award damages to a shipper for the 
carrier's failure to observe the law. In 
ease the carrier appeals to the United 
States Circuit Court and the shipper 
iwns. he is entitled not only to dam- 
wins. he is entitled to a reasonable at- 
torney fee. 

All suits to reverse or seview or en- 
force the commission's decisions and 
orders must be brought in the United 
States Circult Court of the district 
where the common carrier has its prin- 
cipal operating office or the violation 
took place. No preliminary injunction 
may be granted withouc five days’ no- 
tice to the commission. The commis- 
sion, the shipper, the common carrier 
or any other aggrieved party may bring 
suit. Either party may appeal from tlic 
Circuit Court to the United States Su- 
preme Court within 30 days and have 
priority over all other cases except 
eriminal cases. The short time of ap- 
}peal and the preference are to prevent 
muking the commission's orders inef- 
fective by delay.

Some 
years ago he gave up the restaurant 
in San Francisco where he so gener- 
ously bade Stevenson to dinners, for 
Which the young author could not 
pay. Finding that Stevenson ceased, 
to dine, Simonneau followed him up 
to his lodgings, and compelleg him to 
come, money or no money, to the 
meals of Mexican dishes—the most 
peppery meals in the world. And 
Stevenson never forgot the kindness. 
He sent the old man copieg of all his 
books as they appeared, and wrote 
him affectionate letters, in g00d 
French, which He on the cottage man- 
tel piece. Simmoneau left France in 
the days of Louis Philippe, and his 
wife is a Mexican Indian, yet the 
daughter of this alliance is in man- 
ner, mind and speech very much 
American.

NEW YORK, July 20.—Taking his wife 
on a little jaunt to the clouds, Dr. 
Julian P. Thomas, enthusiastic student 
of the upper air currents, made a bal- 
loon ascension yesterday afternoon from 
the Bronx. He had Roy Knabenshue, 
the airship expert, with him as an in- 
vited guest to handle the sandbags and 
arrange a few melodramatic thrills for 
Mns. Thomas.-. Before the aerial trip 
was ended the balloon had bumped 
against housetops, grazéd trees, crossed 
Manhattan and the East River and 
skipped merrily on the Hudson, landing 
finally ing Woodcliffe. N. J., a few feet 
from the water’s edge. Mrs. Thomas 
gaid it was just grand and she did 
not get a bit frightened. 

It was Mrs. Thomas’ second 
aloft. She made her first ascent 
Pittsfield, Mass., a few months ago. 

Knabenshue had made the prepara- 
tions carefully, and when he gave the 
word the Nirvana sailed gracefully up. 
The balloon sailed smoothly southward 
above Second avenue, attaining a height 
of nearly 2000 feet. There was not 
enough current, however, for Knaben- 
shue, and he pulled the valve cord to 
let the balloon descend. The balloon 
descended rapidly at One Hundred and 
Sixth street, and though sand was 
hurled out, the effort to send the bal- 
loon up was unsuccessful, 

The anchor rope dragged to the street. 
It was seized by two Italians, who 
thought that they would rescue the bal- 
looning ‘party and as a consequence 
they almost wrecked it. The balloon 
shot down with great swiftness, grazed 
the cross on a church and alighted with 
a bump on the edge of a house. The 
Italians tugged all the harder at the 
rope, the hundreds of children who had 
appeared as if by magic yelled all the 
louder.._The basket was pullgd off the 
roof and it toppled over, almost throw- 
ing the occupants out. Mrs. Thomas 
shrank down into the basket and held 
on for dear life Meanwhile Dr. Thom- 
as and Knabenshue were yelling like 
Indians to the Italians to let the rope 
go, but the Italians thought the yells 
were thanks for their heroic efforts, 
and down the balloon shot to the street, 
aimost on the heads of a score of chil- 
drei. 

The efforts of the police reserves 
were necessary to keep the howling 
mob of men and children back and per- 
mit the Balloon to ascend. Rising again, 
the balloon ascended to a height of 9uv0 
feet, where the party had lunch. Be- 
fore luncheon was over the balloon had 
dropped to a thousand feet above the 
earth and was caught in an easterly 
breeze that carried it over the Hast 
River.

The balloon 
again touched the water, but the 
Brushby, owned by John B. Rose, came 
up and followed the balloon to_ the 
shore. The Nirvana came down within 
a few feet of the water. 

When Mrs. Thomas reached home she 
was enthusiastic over the trip and said 
that she wanted to go again very soon.

JAMESTOWN, N. Y., July 20.—The 
Sewer Pipe Trade Association, known 
as the Sewer Pipe Tryst, has practical- 
ly entered a plea of guilty to the charge 
of a secret contract to limit the produc- 
tion and control the territory and prices 
of sewer pipe before the Federal] grand 
jury in this city. 

United States District Attorney 
Brown had prepared a mass of evidence 
against the company, which he was in- 
tending to present to the grand jury, 
when Harry A. Hall of Pittsburg, at- 
torney for the association, submitted 
the proposition that rather than submit 
to the proposed investigation by the 
grand jury he would enter into an 
agreement whereby the association 
would be dissolved and go out of busi- 
ness. The proposition was accepted by 
the District Attorney. 

Mr. Brown said: “The Department of 
Justice, having in view the wholesome 
and salutary effect of the dissolution of 
this trust upon the people at large, de- 
termined that, as no other end could be 
gained, the investigation should be post- 
poned to the end that an opportunity 
might be given for representatives of 
the trust to confer with the Attorney- 
General and submit proafs of absolute 
and final dissolution of the trust and 
for the disposition of such other details 
as might be necessary.” 

The sewer pipé combination was 
formed in 1899 with a capital stock of 
$10,000.000. It embraced 17 companies, 
and its purpose was to control the man- 
ufacture and sale of sewer pipe 
throughout the United States.

Insurgents Offer to Allow East 
Side Mayor to Close Gam- 
bling Places.

REFUSE TO GIVE NAMES

Purdy Says Men Will Be Ar- 
rested 100 Times a Day 
if Necessary. 


Since Mayor (Cook officially. an- 
nounced at 1 p. m. Thursday that the 
“lid” would go on in East St. Louis 
next Sunday, his office hag been visited 
by many delegations. Many congratu- 
lated him for his action, while saloon 
and brewery interests protested against 
the closing of saloons. The saloon keep- 
ers will meet Friday afternoon to con- 
sider the matter, but freely express the 
opinion that it is now too late to pre- 
vent action. 

Since the announcement Was made the 
insurgents have been the busiest men in 
St. Louis, and find that the duties de- 
volving upon them as lawmakers are not 
pleasant. Thirty minutes after th 
news spread that the “‘lid’’ was to g0 
On, two of the insurgents visited the 
Mayor's office and requested that he 
hold the matter in abeyance and give 
them more time to’ consider a com- 
promise. They were told by the Mayor 
that it was now too late, and that he 
had no compromise to make. Friday 
night eight insurgents visited the May- 
or in an effort to have him recall his 
announcement closing the saloons, but 
they accomplished nothing. 

At the meeting the insurgents said 
they each had a list of what they al- 
leged were gambling houses in their 
wards, and offered to make a compro- 
mise if the Mayor -would close these 
places. Mayor Cook told them he was 
eager to get evidence of any gambling, 
and that it would be a pleasure to him 
to stop it if they would give him the 
names, and that they did not need to 
compromise with him for that purpose. 
He told them no compromise would be 
entertained. The insurgents left, but 
did not give the Mayor the 
the alleged gambling places. 


Based on City Code. 


Mayor Cook's action is based upon 
Section 521 of the City Code, which pro- 
vides that no saloonkeeper shall, within 
the city, keep open, or permit to be kept

Jurisdiction Two Miles Ont. 


This fact presents another question. 
These saloons, while they are outside 
the city’s limits, are within two miles of 
the city, and cannot, for that reason, 
be given a license by the County Board. 
It is said by lawyers that the city lice 
have jurisdiction over these saloons, 
and have the right to go two miles out- 
side the city boundaries to make arrests 
in these cases. Chief Purdy stated Fri- 
day that this matter is béing consid- 
ered, but that no conclusion as to the 
rights of the police has been reached. 

The State laws provide that no sa- 
loons shall be conducted without a 
license, and prohibit the County Board 
from granting a license for a saloon 
within the two-mile limit. There are 
probably 30 saloons of this character 
surrounding East St. Louls. Heretofore 
they have been allowed to do business 
and have been tndicted by the grand 
jury. They are then allowed to pay a 
fine and costs, the total of which 
amounts to the payment of a license. 

Another meeting of the Citizens’ par- 
ty leaders and the insurgent aldermen 
will be held Friday night. About 300 
saloons will be affected by the lid, and 
representatives of these saloons will ex- 
ert all influence in their power to coun- 
teract the effect of the lid. A represen- 
tative of their interests will attend the 
Citizens’ party meeting. 

The brewers began to circulate peti- 
tions with the avowed purpose of at- 
tempting to show between now and 
Sunday that a majority of East St. 
Louis citizens does not favor the Sun- 
day closing of saloons. The petitions 
will be presenteg to the Mayor.
